FIGHTING TEXANS

He Took Two Good Drinks and Then He Was Ready to Open 
the Ball, Even if it Was Two Against One. 





WHEN HE FINISHED THE UNDERTAKER HAD A JOB. 





Like Many Another Man of the Same Calibre He Was ‘‘ Potted” From Ambush, 
After He Had Made a Reputation, as He Was Leaving a Saloon.

One of the huskiest and’ best marshals of the West 
who ever pulled a gon was George Fiat. He is dead 
now, but there are a couple of stories about him which 
will never die, In the early 70’s be was living in the 
little town of Caldwell, Mo., and he was known tobea 
fearless man and a dead shot. 

One night a couple of Texas desperadoes, named 
Woods and Adams, hit the town yelliiig for all they 
were worth and looking for trouble at every jump. 
‘The town constable at that time was a carpenter, who 
was a peaceful sort of fellow, and while he had made 
many a coffin for men who had died with their boots 
on, yet he had never supplied the bodies. In fact he 
was not a man of nerve and didn’t like trouble of any 
kind, 

After Woods and Adams had disturbed the peaceful 
atmosphere with their Texas yell they made a target 
of everything they saw, animate andinanimate. The 
citizens wet singly and by delegations to the constable 
to Induce him to pursue some line of policy that would 
check the outlawry of Messrs. Woods and Adams. He 
wouldn’t doanything. He was a man of large family 
and no insurance, and he didn’t feel like fighting two 
wild Texas cowboys on a rampage. 

George Flat quietly went to him and said: “If you 
make me a deputy constable for twenty minutes I will 
have two men in your calaboose or their bodies in your 
carpenter shop before the timeisup.” The carpenter 
consented with a great deal of satisfaction, 

After George Flat was sworn in as a deputy constable 
he went to the saloon, where the two desperadoes were 
taking a drink. 

“Jim,” he said to the bartender, “give me a drink of 
your fighting whiskey, I have a little work todo and 
must finish it inside of twenty minutes.”’ 

As he tossed the ‘‘ardent” down his throat he turned 
to the desperadoes and said: 

“Gentlemen, you are my prisoners.”’ 

Simultaneously three guns were pulled and the fire- 
works began. 

The first volley of shots extinguished the lamp and a 
terrible duel was fought in the dark. A groan was 
heard, but three “bulldogs” continued to bark. Flat 
had been shot through the right shoulder, but he took 
the gun in his other hand. He ran through the open 
door into the street to reload his weapons. The doors 
were locked behind him. When he reloaded he took a 
chair that was standing on the sidewalk, and battering 
down the door, entered the saloon and resumed the 
battle. 

Before the twenty minutes had expired he had 
Adams dead on the threshold of the back door, 
while Woodjs was gasping his last breath on the 
threshold of the front door. When Flat realized that 
he had killed both men his nervous excitement was 
terrible. He shot five shots at nothing and acted like 
a wild man. ‘The constable removed the corpses to his 
carpenter shop, made coffins for them, and after draw- 
ing $50 in cash for the same, he invited Mr. George 
Fiat to have a cigar with him. 

At this time the Santa Fe company was pushing two 
branches of its road to catch the spring cattle ship- 
ments at Caldwell and Hunnewell, the latter a village 
on the border twelve miles east. The toughs who had 
followed the cattle shipping industry from Abilene to 
Newton and thence to Wichita were up against it. 
They wanted to be in the hotter town, and while some 
said Caldwell others said Wichita. 

The result was that a part went to each, and a dread- 
ful rivalry for toughness ensued. It’s an authenticated 
fact in local history that the two towns engaged in a 
spirited contest as to which should have the most cor- 
oners’ inquests during the year. Hunnewell had fair 
prospects of winning until a well-known character 
moved his Wichita dance house to Caldwell, The “Red 
Light” was known farand wide among wild and woolly 
cowboys, and after it was located at Caldwell there re- 
mained no doubt that Caldwell would win the unique 
contest. 

He was one of the first victims of his own fatal 
house. It wasasorry day that he moved to Caldwell. 
If he had lived till now he would be the wealthiest man 
in Kansas. His father was a Colorado prospector, and 
when he died he left mining claims that were worth 
over $1,000,000. The courts of Colorado recently 
decided that they were the rightful property of another 
son who isanincurable inmate of the Topeka Insane 
Asylum. 

When the railroad struck Caldwell the village, by 
proclamation, was organized as a city of the third 
class. Naturally enough George Flat was appointed 
marshal. He lived two or three months, during which 
time he fought like a fiend and drank likea fish. He 
worshipped at the shrine of Bucchus so persistently 
that the City Council discharged him, and a man named 
H@ut took his place with a corpsof deputies numbering 
five or six. 

The touchest man the new force had to deal with was 
the deposed marshal. He persisted in wearing two 
enormous revolvers on his hips. Time and again the 
marshal sent word to give them up, and the invitation 
went back to him, ‘‘come and get them.”’ But he never 








cared to accept the invitation, for George Flat was an 
uverring shot. One night as he left the “Red Light” 
dance house and was going into a saloon for a nightcap 
somebody took ashot at him from across the street 
and he fell dead. 

The marshal did not enjoy the office very long. He 
was sitting in a window of the ‘Red Light” one night 
soon afterward, when some unknown person on the 


outside took a shot at him. 
after a few hours. 


He died in great agony

TO KNOCK OUT “ANDY” WALSH 





Brooklyn Boy Took ‘ Mysterious Billy’ Smith’s Place and Gave 
the Little Black Demon a Surprise. 





BOLD BETTORS ONLY BACKED 


WALSH TO LAST TEN ROUNDS 





Walcott Was Given a Merited Decision on Points, However---Was Most Aggressive 
and Led in the Attacks---Walcott’s Brother Won His Bout, Too. 





> 


Not since that eventful nightat Maspeth, Long 
Island, when “Kid” Lavigne not only lasted fifteen 
rounds with Joe Walcott, but was actually fighting the 
latter at the end, has the “Black Demon's” reputation 
as a knocker-out received suci: a jarring as it did at the 
Broudway Athletic Club, New York, on March 29, 
when Andy Walsh, a comparatively unknown local 
fighter, fought through twenty rounds with Walcott 
and sustained little or no damage. Of course the black 
fellow received the decision, this was merited for the 
reason that he was the aggressor all through the fight, 
and the points counted in his favor, but Walsh, who 
was expected to be little else than a chopping block for 
Walcott, surprised even his personal adherents by the 
splendid fight he made aguainsta man whom the ma- 
jority of heavyweights are loath to tackle. 

Mysterious Billy Smith was the individual originally 
“carded” to tackle the dusky thumper from Barbadoes, 
but a sudden and unexpected attack of malaria inca- 
pacitated him, and Walsh was put in as a substitute. 
Walsh had fonght three draws with the man of mys- 
tery, and it was opined that he might do enough fight- 
ing while he lasted to satisfy the not too exacting spec- 
tators. He surpassed the fondest hopes of those who 
limited his presence in the argument to ten rounds— 
Walcott had just disposed of the bard hitting Choynski 
in fine style, and there were those who believed him 
not incapable of beating Sharkey and even Jeffries. It 
was presumptuous therefore for Walsh to even dream 
of standing up more than a few rounds, and the few in- 
dividuals who put up their shekels on the proposition 
that he would Jast te: rounds were looked upon as fit 
candidates for inspection by the lunacy corps. 

But he not only lasted ten rounds, but went the limit 
with the hard bitting black fellow, much to the Jatter’s 
chagrin. 


The figtt wasa‘“peach.’’ Neither man ever fought 
harder or better. Walsh, while on the defensive the 
whole route, often came back long enough to rip over 
arightorlefito the jawor to push his left tothe 
negro’s mouth. Both men showed their good nature 
andsmiled even when under steam. Walcott never 
was more vicious in attack. In the eighth, ninth and 
tenth rounds he fought with the ferocity of a tiger in 
an endeavor to save the money his friends had bet oa 
him. ‘They fought straight Queensberry rules at 
catchweights. 

Both judges agreed on the decision. There was no 
room fur doubt about it. Walcott won from the first 
round, but as the sympathies of the crowd were with 
the white man, there were a few dissenters from the 
verdict. Walsh started off well,a peculiar kidney 
wallop of his puzzling the negro in the first few 
rounds. 

Walcott was under high pressure In the ninth, and it 
looked like the end, but Andy staved off defeat with a 
combination of grit, clever blocking and good leg 
work. The sixteenth was Walsh’s best round and the 
only round in which he looked to have a chance. He 
jarred the negro frequently with short right-hand 
hooks to the Jaw several times, and the crowd broke 
loose afresh with wild delirium of joy every time the 
Brooklyn boy’s mit met Walcott’s black jaw. 

Walcott evidently bad made up his mind to put an 
end to Walsh’s agouy as quickly as possible, evidently 
under the impression that the latter was easy game. 
He tore in with a vicious left for the stomach, but 
Andy wasaway. Joe started his left again, but Walsh 
got inside of the swing and walloped the kidneys while 
standing over the negro’s shoulders. Joe reached the 
ribs with a right, but Andy again stood off his stocky 
little opponent and got in his funny kidney wallop. 
Walsh shot a hard right to the jaw and cracked the left 
to the same spot before Joe got away. Walcott tried a 
half dozen for the head, but always found a block in 
the way. 

Walsh caught the crowd by his good showing, and 
they expressed themselves in one continued whoop. 
Joe jolted the stomach with bard lefts In the second, 
but was well met by the Brooklynite as he came in. 
Walsh got under a wicked attempt with the right, and 
nailed the black fellow with a hard right to the head. 
More hugging and body walloping, in which Walsh was 
easily best. 

Walsh’s footwork was admirable in the third round. 
He stepped away from many terrific swings and closed 
in with stiff body punches before Walcott could recover 
his balance. Walcoit got the range inthe fourth. He 
had Walsh gaited to a nicety, and hooked the leit to the 
body and tore the right over tothe jaw without much \ 
return. A crashing right to the jaw reeled the white 
man, but he came to asudden cliuch before the negro 
could repeat. 

Walsh cracked over a right in the fifth that set the 
crowd going, and they kept it up as he drove a straight 
left to the mouth a moment later. Walcott’s left 
worked like a well-oiled piston rod in the sixth. He 
threw it to the body witha regularity that weakened 
the Brooklyn man. Walsh wason the jump to avoid 
Walcott’s right, which always was reaching for the 
jaw. Walcott kept afier his man in the seventh and 
eighth. 





Walcott made a supreme effort in the ninth. He 


went in to deliver the money his party had bet on ten 
rounds, and came dangerously near bringing it home. 
He hooked the left incessantly to the stomach, alter- 
nating with aright to the heart. He ripped a right 
flush to the chin that put Andy down and half through 
the ropes. Walsh was far from being dove tor, how- 
ever, not even taking the allotted ten seconds to get up. 
Walcott continued at top speed in the tenth, but toward 
the end of the round ran against some hard jolts straight 
from Andy’s shoulder. 

The negro, unable tobring his man down with body 
punching, shifted his attack to the Jaw in the eleventh. 
He reached with two vicious rights, slamming Walsh

“EDDIE” GARDNER 


Referee Madden Saves Him From 
a Knock-out, 


HE SUBSEQUENTLY WINS, 








Gardner Was Weak and Exhausted When 
His Seconds Gave It Up.

Dave Sullivan may thack Referee Billy Madden for not only sav- 
jog him from defeat at the hands of Eddie Gardner, of Wheeling, 
W. Va., but for enabling him to gain a subsequent victory over the 
young Southerner. The battle took place at the Hercules Athletic 
Club, of Brooklyn, N. Y., on April 2, and it was Madden's initial 
appearance iu the capacity of referee. For an experienced ring 
tactician he made about the worst that could have happened.

Madden turned Sullivan 
toward bis corner and a majority of those in the audieuce believed 
he had stopped the bout. Sullivan, however, quickly recovered and 
Madden permitted him to continue, 

He regained his mental equilibrium in time and thereafter 
pounded Gardner at will, without marking him in the least. The 
Southerner, however, was very tired and when he, in the nineteenth 
round, was defenseless and too tired to make much further resist- 
ance, his brother Osear leaped across the ring and stopped the 
uneven contest, the decision going to Sullivan. The excitement 
all through the bout was quite feverish, but in the sixteenth, when 
Sullivan went down, it wasiutense. It is probable that Madden's 
aid to the Bostonian did not affect the result, but that does not 
alter the fact that his action was wrong. 

Gardner did not distinguish himself by his cleverness in the 
fight, but he demonstrated his ability to deliver good hard punches 
and to take them himself as well. 

Sullivan in the course of the bout must have landed a hundred 
times on his face with both hands, but it had no more seeming 
effect on the man before him than if he were pounding a side of 
beef. Not so with Garduer’s punches. When he landed good he 
shook Dave up and made his well known courage waver quite a 
trifle. His left eye was cut aud bleeding, and at more than one 
stage he seemed winded and pretty well fagged out. His own 
efforts to put out Gardner had much to do with the latter. 

There were quite a few hot mixups during the evening, and the 
two pounded the body pretty severely. Several times when the 
spectators thought Garduer was about done for, he revived and 
dashing in turned rounds that were at first sorely against bim, in 
his favor. He started with hardly any guard at all and it was 2 to 
1 that he would not stay the limit. But as the bout progressed he 
improved and those who were betting against his chances began to 
feel nervous. However, in the long run Dave was the better man, 
and won out, but that he was fortunate even he cannot deny. 

In the preliminary bout Arthur Jones, of Washington, and Jack 
Lowery, of New York, fought a fifteen-round draw at 124 pounds.

CAIN PROVED HIS GAMENESS. 


Joe Cain didn't win his fight with Willie Fitzgerald at the 
Greenwood Athietic Club of Brooklyn on March 31, but he gave an 
exhibition of courage aud gameuess hardly paralleled in ring 
annals; with one ear almost torn away aud cut and bleeding from a 
terrible beating he had received, he fought with his manager for 
his humane act in throwing up the sponge when the latter realized 
the futility of letting him continue any longer. 

Fitzgerald is still in his teens, but he proved to be a fighter of 
the old school. He and Cain were matched to fight twenty rounds 
at 130 pounds, aud from the call of time in the opening round the 
fight wasafastone. Fitzgerald showed good generalship and he 
was all over Cain at every stage of the game. In the fifth round 
he tore Cain's left ear away from his cheek with a terrific right 
swing. The blood poured from the wound in streams and this 
probably weakened Cain, who continued to force the fighting for 
the next thirteen rounds. In the eighteenth round, after one 
minute and nine seconds’ fighting, Fitzgerald landed a short arm 
hook on Cain's jaw that made him measure his length on the floor. 
As Referee Eddie Dougherty was calling off the fatal seconds Cain 
attempted to get up, but the latter's seconds threw up the sponge. 
It was one of the flercest fights seen in Brooklyn in many months. 

Frank Hennessey and Jim Galvin metin the first preliminary. 
They were to battle for ten rounds at 112 pounds. In the third 
round Hennessey put Galvin out of business with a right hand 
swing on thejaw. A colored stable boy from Gravesend, called 
“‘Mississippi,"’ met and defeated Jim Stove fn the fifth round. They 
fought at 105 pounds, 





WEINIG DID NOT LAST A ROUND. 


Not more than a half a d:zeu blows were struck before Billy 
Stiff, the Chicago middleweight, knocked out Al Weinig, the 
Buffalo bicyclist~pugilist, in about a minute and a half, Stifft 
flooring his man in the sec nd exchange of blows with a left swing 
to the jaw, again with a right and out with a right to the chin.

SENATOR SULLIVAN TALKS ABOUT REPEAL OF HORTON LAW 





Lively Doings in the Fistic World---Big Matches On the Tapis---Pistie Heroes 
Take an Active Part in the Boer War.

Jim Jeffries threw a lyddite shell into the 
heavyweight camp the other day when he criticised 
Sharkey, Corbett, McCoy and the restof them for 
dodging a fight with Bob Fitzsimmons, and now the 
“bunch” at which he aimed is getting back at him in 
the most approved fashion. Jeff didn’t say but a few 
words, but they were as pointed as tacks and quite as 
penetrating and effective. 

“They are all afraid of Fitzsimmons, and, to tell the 
truth, I would rather fight ten Sharkeys, a dozen Cor- 
betis and all the McCoys you could bring before me 
than fight Fitz again.’ He said: ‘McCoy knows in his 
heart that he cannot beat Fitzsimmons, Sharkey 
would as soon be dropped intoa bear pit. I will not 
say about Rulilin, but I guess the big fellow would take 
a chance, for he has never felt the mightof that 
freckled fist of Bob’s. I am satisfied none of them 
care a bit about Fitzsimmons’ game. They do not 
think they can beat him, and havea fear that he may 
wind them up in a hurry, as he can do.” 

Sharkey, McCoy and Corbett were fairly tumbling 
over each other in their anxiety to “get back’’ at the 
big boilermaker, and went the whole limit of their 
vocabulary in repudiating§gwhat he said. 

Sharkey’s face took on an expression of horror when 
I recalled Jeff's words. “‘What right has he to say that 
I am afraid to fight Fitzsimmons?” hesaid. “While I 
would sooner fight Jeffries than any other fighter, I, 
nevertheless, would not hesitate to fight Fitzsimmons 
if he would meet me, as I think I can beat him io as 
quick time as it took me toget the decision over him 
in San Francisco. If Fitz will agree to fight me at 
some other club than the Westchester Athletic ClubI 
will make a match with him at a monrent’s notice. 
Remember, I will fight Fitzsimmons after I tackle 
McCoy, providing, of course, Jeffries refuses to fight 
me.”’ 

“Why that big galoot don’t know what he’s talking 
about when he says that I, as well as the other heavy- 
weights, am afraid to fight Fitzsimmouns,’’ remarked 
Corbett with characteristic emphasis. “Every one 
knows that I have been trying in every possible way to 
get Fitz to fight me, and even have gone so far as to 
offer him $35,00@ to give mea return fight. I have 
been hounding and chasing him for over three years, 
but he has never offered to meet me again. Now you 
see how much I am afraid to fight Fitz.” 

Even the pensive and studious McCoy came off the 
cake ot ice upon which he usually sits and reflects, and 
became quite excited when the subject was broached to 
him. “Iam not afraid to fight Fitzsimmons or any 
one else,” he said, “and to prove that I am sincere in 
what I say I offered to fight him for the middleweight 
championship of the world when we made our recent 
mutch. As every one kuows, Fitz refused to box me 
for the title, claiming he wanted to fight at catch 
weights. Just to prove that Jeffries is lying when he 
says Iam afraid to box Fiizsimmons,I will makea 
match with Fitz immediately after my fight with Tom 
Sharkey.” 

~ 

Gus Rublin’s reply to Jeffries’ comments 
about him wasa convincing clincher that he at least 
isn’t afraid of Fitzsimmons, foron the very Cay that 
the others were wildly proclaiming their eagerness to 
fight him the Akron man met Fitz by appointment 
and madea match without any delay or argument. 
According to the agreement signed, sealed and ratified, 
they will meet in a twenty-five round contest before the 
Westchester Athletic Club, at Tuckahoe, on June 2, 
‘tor the first day thereafter when pictures may be taken 
successfully.” 

There was no hitch in the proceedings and both 
fighters showed such amiability in discussing condi- 
tions that these pretentious details were arranged in 
almost record-breaking time, 

The big fellows will fight for sixty-seven per cent. of 
the gross gate receipts and a like share of the picture 
receipts, They will divide their share cf the gate 
money seventy-five and twenty-five per cent., the win- 
ner, of course, taking the lion’s share. The picture 
money they will divide equally. Each man deposited 
$1,000 to guarantee his appearance in the ring. When 
it came to naming the referee both men wanted George 
Siler, and he wasselected without any other name be- 
ing considered. The clause in the conditions that soft 
bandages might be used was satisfactory to both, and 
neither objected to the fact that each may furnish his 
own gloves, providing they weigh not less than five 
ounces. 

The men further agreed that neither would fight 
Sharkey, McCoy, Jeffries or Corbett before they met. 

~ 

September 1 will be a red-letter day in the 
history of pugilism, tor it will see the enforcement of 
the repeal measure which puts an end to the Horton 
boxing law in New York State. The action of the 
Legislature in its illogical view of the boxing situation 
means the loss ot a lirge revenue to local promoters of 
the game, and will incidentally curtail the coming into 
the Metropolis of a vast amount of money which was 





put into circulation by visiting sporting meu, who were 
prodigal in leaving it bebind them. 

However, what can’t be cured must be endured, and 
the people who were interested in the clubs, and others 
who derived incomes from various sources connected 
with the boxing game, are taking a philosophical view 
ofthe matterand are either looking for jobs on the 
new tunnel or preparing to migrate to other States, 
where a more rosy condition of things promises them 
a living. 

Senator Timothy D. Sullivan, who represented the 
people in one of the most vigorous legislative fights ou 
record in support of the Horton law, was chagrined to 
see for the first timein his political career a meas- 
ure in which he was deeply interested “turned down” 
by bis colleagues, but he has come to take a different
